His “God” was Hitler, his 
religion war His prayers were 
Nazi songs in which Germany's 
enemies were threatened with 
destruction. His “ Bible” was 
“ Mein Kampf.” 

These things he was taught, 
and Werner Moelders learned 
well. 


Trained To Be 


A Killer 


N the air he was a 

wizard. He is said 

to have shot down 115 
aircraft in his long career as 
a fighter pilot. which began 
in Spain in 1936, and took him 
to France., over Britain. to the 


Balkans, and. finally, to 
Russia. 

Death had no terror for 
him. Death? That was a 


military order, @ simple trans- 
fer from a Nazi aerodrome to 
a Teuton heaven where the 
sweetest music would be the 
jack-booted tramp of other 
dead Nazi soldiers, and where 
more fighting and fresh glory 
awaited the immortal heroes 
of the Fuehrer 

This was the conception of life 
and death that Nazi teachers had 
given Werner Moelders First at 
schoo! and then from his officers 
when he put on uniform he had 
heard the same doctrine. Hitler 
could do nc wrong, and so long 
as he had faith in the Fuehrer he 
could ride the skies triumphantly. 

It was fun to hurl bombs down 
on defenceless civilians. swooping 
in low so that he could see them 
running like frightened ants to 
save their lives It was fun to 
shoot up women and children 

Wherever the panzers blazed 
their flaming trails of death and 
destruction Werner Moelders and 
his comrades darkened the skies 
overhead. 


Fiendish Sense 


Of Power 


N their leisure hours 
* they danced in the 

churches of countries 
they had bombed into sur- 
render, or jeered at the priests 
being driven off to concentra- 
tion camps. 

And presently they came to 
Russia. Through the summer 
months they swept forward as 
irresistibly as ever. pursuing 
the retreating Russkys over 
their blackened, desolated 
countryside 

The tally of Moelders’ vic- 
tims lengthened. Daily his 
arrogance increased. A fiendish 
sense of power gripped him 
when he sat at the controls of 
his Messerschmitt and felt 
his finger rest upon the gun 
button 

In the summer skies he was 
still unconquerable 

But when the winter came 
the dreadful, numbing Russian

lost their arrogant 
stare. His frozen 
hands trembled. His 
body still shook with 
emotion. 

Werner Moelders 
had looked on Death’s 
face, and he had not 
seen glory or great- 
ness in the Nazi tra- 
dition mirrored there. 
In those terrible 
moments when his 
life hung on a gos- 
samer thread Moel- 
ders, almost unknown 
to himself, had whis- 
pered a few words: 


“God, God Al- 
mighty in Heaven— 
help me out of this. 
YOU alone can save 
me!” 


His words echoed in 
the cockpit of the 
plane. They rushed 
back at his ears over 
the mighty din of the 


engine. “Only God 
can help...” 
Back in his own 


quarters, Moelders 
shut himself up, He 
wanted to be alone.

Ice formed on the wings bear- 
ing him down. The controls froze 
into trightening rigidity. 

Then came the day when Soviet 
Stormoviks got on his tail. 
Werner Moelders, closer to fear 
than ever before, turned and ran 
for it. With his throttle wide open 
he screamed over the empty. 
snow-covered wastes with the 
Russian fighters in hot pursuit. 

He climbed until the intense 
cold forced him down. He dived, 
vainly trying to shake them off. 
But still the rattle of cannon and 
machine-gun ‘ire followed him. 


And, for the first time in his 
life, Werner Moelders knew what 
it meant to be afraid. 


Arrogance That 
Turned To Fear 


F he had died there 

his secret would have 

gone with him. His 

comrades would have pre- 

sumed he met his end fear- 

lessly, glorying in his sacrifice 
for his beloved Fuehrer. 

But, by a miracle, Moelders 
escaped. By one of those mil- 
lion - to - one chances he 
cheated death and struggled 
back to his base 

When he climbed from nis 
riddled plane he was hardlv 
recognisable. His glassy eyes had 


Lire’s BiG PROBLEMS Emmm 


Fear had taught him faith— 
not faith in Hitler and the 
Nazi creed, but a greater. 
stronger faith. 

In his billet Moelders sat down 
to think and to write. His 
thoughts wandered back to his 
childhood home in the German 
town of Stettin. The kind face of 
the local parson who often visited 
his parents came back to his mind 
from which he had banned all 
thoughts of God and religion 
since many years. 


Discarded His 
False Ideals 


AS it true that 
faith in Hitler and 
Nazism could sustain 


him? Could ne have survived 
the dreadful danger out there 
in the Russian sky if he had 
not found faith in God? 

To Moelders. the tough Nazi, 
came realisation that only his new 
found faith in God had saved 
him. He wrote down his thoughts 
in a letter to the Stettin parson. 
He felt happy. relieved from an 
inexplicable strain, now that the 
nightmare of Nazism had dis- 
appeared from his mind. 

He determined then that he was 
not going to fight any longer for 
the false ideals which he had 
served so long. As he left his 
billet and met his comrades 
Moelders. the Nazi war hero, 
became a missionary. 

{t was not easy to talk to his 
friends about God. Moelders 
knew what to expect from them— 
the cynical laughter of ignorant 
youths whose God was Goering. 
who believed in the Luftwaffe. 
who regarded themselves as the 
supreme creatures in this world 
of war.

Yet he had hardly admitted 
what moved his heart when a 
strange silence fell over the 
crowded room. One after another 
of the men turned their faces, 
hid their emotion. They looked 
at each other from under their 
lids, frantically trying to discover 
what was in the other fellow’s 
mind. 

Moelders knew then. He :-w 
that every one of them had ex- 
perienced his own fear in the air, 
and that every one of them had 
been taught Faith by his grim- 
mest experience. 

He could sense how these boys 
were ashamed of their emotions, 
how they clung to a Nazi world in 
which faith in God is a sign of 
contemptible weakness, how they 
had hidden what they had felt 
all along. 

One after another many of 
them admitted to him that they 
had been praying silently, secretly, 
that only their faith had given 
them strength, and that—how 
often when they were alone and 
in mortal danger—they had cursed 
Hitler and his Nazis who had 
robbed them of their Faith. 


Faithful Few 
Braved Death 


HEY told him the 
* stories of other men, 
of German soldiers in 
front-line pockets, surrounded 
by the Russian armies, be- 
sieged for weeks without food 
or ammunition, to whom they 
had ferried supplies by plane 
and giant gliders, and whom 
they had found kneeling and 
praying, praying to God to 
save them, 

The soldiers could not find 
encouragement and consola- 
tion from their Nazi officers 
whom fear of frost and starv- 
ation held in deadly grip. In- 
stead, they crowded around 
the few who, in the face of 
death, braved the Gestapo 
agents in their midst, and 
talked of faith in God. 


Moelders lived just long 
enough to dispatch his writ- 
ten confession to his local 
parson, the boyhood friend of 
his family. He never took a 
Nazi fighter into the air again. 
Never again did he press the 
button of his machine-gun 
to shoot down an enemy of 
Hitler. But he talked of his 
Faith and he talked of God. 

That did not suit his Nazi 
masters. Faith in anything but 
Hitler and Nazism must not be 
allowed to interfere with the 
German war 

In a mysterious accident Moel- 
ders was killed and silenced for 
ever. 

Silenced for ever—that is what 
the Nazi leaders thought when 
they rejoiced that Moelders was 
no longer able to preach his dis- 
turbing faith. But they were 
wrong. 


Gestapo Bribes 
And Threats 


OELDERS had not 

been dead long 

before thousands of 

copies of his letter began to 

circulate in Germany. They 

reached the homes of German 

men and women who had 

known Moelders as the idol of 

the Luftwaffe. Now they 

learned to know him as a 
faithful Christian. 

Soon the Moelders letters 
reached the front line. Young 
Nazi soldiers who had tried to 
model themselves on the example 
of Moelders read them and pon- 
dered. They are reading them 
still although Nazi officers have 
been ordered to threaten them 
with heavy punishment. But 
every one of these Nazi soldiers 
has experienced fear in this war 
and has lost faith in Hitler, 

Hitler knows now that it was 
not enough to kill Moelders because 
he believed in God. He has called 
in the Gestapo to fight Moelders’ 
testament. That wave of faith 
which is sweeping the Nazi front 
line must be halted. Those thou- 
sands of German civilians who 
crowd into churches after every 
RAF raid on a German town 
must be stopped. 

There must be only one God in 
Germany—Hitler! 

The Gestapo has gone into 
action against the faithful friends 
of Moelders who copy and dis- 
tribute his letter. With bribes and 
threats they are trying to dis-; 
cover the heroic men and women, 
who have taken the clue from] 
Moelders and preach the word of 
God in Nazi Germany.

HURCHILL does not 
C commana “Man o’ the 
People’s” blind allegi- 
ance, but in many respects he 
stands head and shoulders above 
his colleagues and contemporaries.

“unassailable,” but the Premier’s 
comes near to being so because 
nobody can name with confidence 
any other man fit to succeed him 
as a national leader.

maritime disasters, which his 
listeners can neither confirm nor 
deny.

NOTHER thing that 
A occurs to the writer as 
really important in this 
connection is that the general 
public ought to be given a more 
realistic and a more frequent 
reminder of the heroic work of 
the Merchant Navy. 

It is curious, isn’t it, how in 
time of war the merchant seaman 
is always flung a few—verbal—

They worked for private 
owners and by private owners 
they. were thrown on to the in- 
dustrial scrap-heap directly their 
ships failed to show a profit. 

Yet, without the Merchant 
Navy we should have lost the last 
war and should certainly lose this.

ADVERTISERS’ ANNOUNCEMENTS 


Nearly a million families— 
keepers of backyard poultry— 
will be affected by new regula- 
tions announced today by the 
Ministry of Agriculture. 


From October they must sur- 
render their egg rations in.ex- 
change for food for their hens. 

The effect of the scheme will be 
to limit the number of birds kept 
to one per head of the family, ex- 
cept where arrangements are made 
with neighbours to supply them 
with eggs in return for théiy waste 
food and egg rations, 

The allowance of feeding stuffs 
will be based on the number of egg 
registrations surrendered, since the 
quantity of food waste—which 
should supply the bulk of the food 
for the hens—is dependent on the 
number of persons in the house- 
hold. 

For example, a family or group 
of half a dozen people surrender- 
ing their egg registrations for six 
months will receive a feeding- 
stuffs ration card allowing the 
purchase of 24 lb. of balancer 
meal—sufficient to feed six hens 
for six months. 


The new regulations also bring 
flocks of more than 25 birds—as 
against the present 50—within the 
scope of the Eggs (Control) Order. 

If you keep more than 25 hens 
after October 1 you must sell your 
eggs to a licensed buyer or packing 
Station. 

These revisions have been made 
necessary owing to the decrease in 
supplies of imported feeding stuffs. 

Detailed instructions regarding 
the issue of ration cards will be 
given later.
